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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The annual meeting of the school district was held March 
30, 1918, in the primary school building. The following 
officers were elected: Herbert W. Smith, moderator; Bert 
P. Doe, clerk; J. E. Fowler, treasurer; Harry G. Atwood, 
auditor; J. Lewis Coe, member of school board for three 
years. The board was organized by the election of C. A. 
Pollard, chairman, and Alice J. Patridge, clerk. 

As the legislature is contemplating the reorganization of 
the educational system of the state the Department of Pub- 
lic Instruction have advised us to delay the holding of the 
annual meeting until it is known what will be required, 
hence we are not able to submit the warrant for the said 
meeting at this time. 

In the course of the year it came about that the Com- 
mittee on Americanization desired the services of our super- 
intendent for a part of the time in the inauguration of their 
work. On September 16, 1918, at a meeting of the super- 
visory district of which we are a part it was voted unani- 
mously to loan the services of Mr. Brooks at a reasonable 
compensation. The following letter of Gen. Frank S. 
Streeter shows their appreciation of this action:

Dear Sir—When I met on September 16th the combined 
school boards of the Exeter Supervisory Union and made 
a call on their patriotism to let us have the services of Mr. 
Maro S. Brooks, your superintendent, you were good 
enough to say that we might have him until January 1, 1919, 
at a very reasonable compensation to the district. Under

the circumstances, it was a patriotic and generous thing for 
the boards to do. Mr. Brooks immediately came here, and 
his services to this committee in the work of Americaniza- 
tion have been almost invaluable. There was no one in New 
Hampshire who would have been able to do the work that 
Mr. Brooks has done. 

On January Ist we were right in the thick of our work 
and sadly needed Mr. Brooks’ further assistance. In addi- 
tion to that, the educational bill, now pending, was then 
being developed, through the request of Governor-elect 
Bartlett. That work was being carried on in this office in 
addition to this strictly Americanization work, and we 
needed him with reference to the preparation of this bill. 

In behalf of the committee, Judge John E. Young con- 
ferred with the representatives of the combined boards and 
reported that, in view of the importance of the work being 
done here, the boards would not be seriously disconcerted 
to have him remain after January Ist. 

As the matter now stands, we most earnestly desire to 
use his services for two or three days per week for a time 
longer, and we hope you will permit us to have him. I 
can assure you that your generous help in this respect has 
been and will be most highly appreciated. 

I am sending a duplicate ofthis letter to each of your 
board chairmen.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 
To the School Board of Newfields: 


Permit me to submit my fourth report as superintendent 
of the schools under your charge. The report will necessa- ° 
rily be brief because of the small amount of time that I have 
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spent in the schools this year and because conditions are so 
satisfactory that there is but little to say. 

I appreciate deeply your part in the supervisory board’s 
action which made it possible for me to serve as executive 
secretary of the New Hampshire Committee on American- 
ization. The work, begun as a definite war activity, has 
proved to be of great interest and of far-reaching impor- 
tance. The cost of supervision will be somewhat reduced 
by the hundred dollars per month paid to the district for my 
services. Besides, the experience I have gained ought to 
be of sufficient value to our schools to make up for the lack 
of supervision. 

The year has been seriously interrupted by the prevailing 
epidemic. It is our hope to make up most of the time lost, 
by shortening our usual vacations. } 


The Schools. 


Grammar—After three years of faithful service Miss 
Pollard resigned to take a position elsewhere. Miss Amy 
T. Butterfield, of Antrim, N. H., graduate of the Keene 
Normal School, was elected to fill the vacancy. 

Primary—Miss Haselton, the much-loved teacher of the 
Primary school, withdrew at the end of the year because of 
home conditions. Miss Clara M. Dixon, of Kittery, Maine, 
a graduate of the Portsmouth Training School, is the 
teacher this year. 

Both of these teachers are well-trained and are doing 
excellent work. Their government is firm but kind. They 
are both dead in earnest and devoted to the interests of 
their children. They have also the happy faculty of fitting 
into the community and becoming a part of it. The value 
of residence on the part of such teachers cannot easily be 
over-estimated. 

When I look back to September, 1915, and recall my en- 
tire experience with the teachers and pupils of this school, I 
find it a source of deep satisfaction. 
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In Conclusion. 


The education bill now before the legislature contemplates 
possible changes in the arrangement of towns in supervisory 
unions. While I earnestly desire the passage of this bill, I 
trust with equal earnestness that the town of Newfields will 
remain in my district.
